Hitler, homeward bound from his 
triumphal visit to Rome, arrived 
here this afternoon for a hasty sur- 

ey of Florence’s renaissance beauty. 
Ihe Fuehrer’s own 12-car stream- 


lined train, in which he has trav- | guests 


eled exclusively since his depar- 
ture from Berlin a week ago, ar- 
rived in Florence’s new, modern- 
styled station at 2 p. m. 

Bombing planes roaring above 
the station and a cheering crowd 
maintained the military note which 
has dominated the German Dicta- 
tor’s entertainment in Italy. 

Premier Mussolini, who preceded 
Hitler to Florence after bidding 
him farewell at Rome this morning, 
was on the station platform to 
welcome him here. 

A procession of automobiles car- 
ried the Dictators and their troupes 
away from the station between the 
usual solid lines of soldiers and 
flag-waving citizens. 

Their first stop was at the fa- 
mous Palazzo Pitti, home of one of 
Italy’s richest art galleries. 

Under a civilian mobilization — 
first in Italy since the Ethiopian 
war—all Florentines were sum- 
moned to honor Hitler and as- 
signed to sections along the route 
over which he passed. 

Hitler admired the magnificence 
of paintings and sculptures as Mus- 
solini escorted him through palaces 
and galleries of the Medicis. 

They passed Michael Angelo’s fa- 
mous statue of David as they en- 
tered the Palazzo Vecchio under 
the great doorway bearing the 
Latin inscription, “Kings Reign but 
Gods Dominate.” 

Rooms were prepared for the 
Fuehrer in the Palazzo Pitti, but he 
was not to sleep there as his de- 
parture for Germany was scheduled 
for midnight.

Prompt House approval is ex- 
pected, and Senate leaders said the 
revenue bill might go to the White 
House this week,

the compromise bill because it 
omits legislation to make Federal 
securities taxable. .

Borah explained to reporters, 
however, he had decided to discuss 
the whole question of tax exemp- 
tions at a later date instead of de- 
laying approval of the revenue bill 
today. 

The compromise measure won ap- 
proval shortly after the session 
opened, when many Senators were 
out of the chamber. It was called 
up by Chairman Harrison of the Fi- 
nance Committee.

Measure Now Goes Back to 
House—$500,000,000 for 


Benefit Payments.

WASHINGTON, May 9%.—The 
Senate approved today the Agri- 
culture Department appropriation 
bill calling for expenditur? of more 
than $1,100,000,000 next year. The 
measure, passed without a record 
vote, now goes back to the House 
for consideration of nearly $50,000,- 
000 in items added by the Senate. 

The Senate designated $500,000,- 
000 to be used in paying benefits 
to farmers who comply with the 
new Crop Control Act. This was 
$15,000,000 larger than the amount 
voted by the House. 

Before the vote, Senator Vanden- 
berg (Rep.), Michigan, charged that 
Government farm expenditures had 
increased six-fold in the last 10 
years without appreciable improve- 
ment in the financial condition of 
farmers. 

Discussing the pending bill, Van- 
denberg cited figures showing de- 
partmental expenditures never had 
exceeded $177,000,000 a year up to 
1930. As against this, he said, 
Treasury figures showed the de- 
partment spent $1,264,000,000 in 
1937. 

Senator Russell (Dem.), Georgia, 


mated the Senate committee had 
increased prospective expendi- 
tures $48,000,000 above the House 
approved total. This would send 
the 1939 fiscal year expenditures

FATAL WEAKNESS OF THE DRUG LAW. 

Because a Federal Food and Drug Act exists, many 
persons doubtless assume that the Government pro- 
tects them from harmful and fraudulent prepara- 
tions. Let them be undeceived. There is no legal 
way to prevent the marketing of drugs which will 
“destroy a man’s eyesight or kill him outright,” to 
quote the words of Dr. Theodore G. Klumpp, chief 
medical officer of the Federal Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration, in an address last week in Boston. 

This is because the original law, passed in 1906, 
has grown outmoded, and because loopholes have 
been discovered, and are used profitably, by a small 
minority of unscrupulous manufacturers. The need 
for a new and ironclad law has long been recognized, 
yet every attempt at passage of such a measure has 
been thwarted, A section has been introduced into 
the bill now pending that would make virtually im- 
possible any successful prosecution of offenders by 
the Government. The bill has been so weakened, in 
fact, that Secretary Wallace prefers to keep the pres- 
ent law, defective as it is, rather than see the new 
measure passed. 
' Meanwhile, as Dr. Klumpp explains, any person 
who wants to get rich, or who wants to conduct 
pharmaceutical experiments at the public’s expense, 
“can make up any drug concoction he pleases and 
sell it.” It is time such a state of affairs was 
brought to an end. The House committee which in- 
serted the damaging Section 701 should awaken to

| All Peoples Want Peace 


Masses of Europe are against war, while their political system is rushing them into 
it, says international writer; as a result, he believes, there may be civil wars which 
no government will survive; thinks English and. French will fight only if attacked, 
but Germans and Italians, under censorship, can be propagandized into battle.

ARS and rumors of wars fill the air 
in which the average European of to- 
day has to live out his life, What do 
the people most vitally concerned in this 
business think of it all? How do ordinary 
Englishmen, Frenchmen, Germans and the 


rest look upon the gathering storms, the 


fatal onrush of events which must in time 
overwhelm them? 

The statesmen can, as we now know, 
neither make peace nor make war: in the 
between-world they inhabit, they seem in- 
capable of a steady line of action; and 
whatever great decisions are to be made in 
the next year will have to come from move- 
ments of feeling in the masses of the 
people. Feeling—true popular emotion, the 
kind that wars are made of—must decide. 

Such things are not easy to gauge, espe- 
cially in countries like Italy and Germany, 
where everybody keeps a disciplined tongue. 
Even so, observation and experience supply 
a kind of evidence, and on the basis of a 
good deal of such evidence I should like 
to risk one generalization. It is this: that 
the present period contains an essential 
contradiction which is vital throughout 
Europe, in democracies and autocracies 
alike: the contradiction between a fear and 
dread of war in the masses of the people, 
and a political system which rushes head- 
long towasd that war. 


If the contradiction is as profound as I 
think it is, no government of Europe is 
likely to survive the war for which all are 
openly preparing, and instead of a general 
international war or series of general wars, 
what we may face is a whole series of civil 
wars instead. 

That is looking too far ahead, no doubt; 
but certainly the contradiction is there, and 


Nou cannot live anywhere in England or 


France, particularly, without being made 
aware of Kt every day. The people see an 
intensified rearmament program going on; 
they even approve of it; they feel its im- 
pact in taxation and do not grumble much 
more than usual; but for the actual war 


. itself they have a deep feeling of fear and 
dread 


If the democracy in England has any 
one will at all, it is a will toward peace. 
It is nearly 24 years now since the people 
of Great Britain, in a great wave of popular 
emotion, went to war, as they thought, in 
defense of Belgium, Most of the people 
have ceased to believe that that war was 
fought for Belgium, or indeed for any good 
purpose whatever. 

It is difficult to think of any foreign 
cause that could arouse such emotion to- 
day. The Spanish Republic has strong 
friends among working people and intellec- 
tuals in England, but its strongest friends 


would not advocate war in its defense. It 


seems to me that the great war-making 
fever will come only if England is directly 
attacked, either in the island itself or in its 
Something very similar goes on in France. 
France, like England, is very powerful, and 
the fact is well understood on all sides; 
Nobody knows it better than Hitler and 
Mussolini. But the dictators have found 
by experiment—by trying their luck-—that 


the will to fight is not there. 


The Austrian question is a good example 


of the way in which a national French 
interest is abandoned because the people 
will not accept the idea of war. 

I have been told by a responsible French 
official that he believes war will become 
possible when or if Hitler attacks the in- 
dependence of Czechoslovakia. en this, 
although it seems guaranteed by the Franco- 
Czech treaty, I take leave to doubt. It 
might be possible to send part of the 
French professional army (as distinct from 
the boys doing their military service) to 
help the Czechs in their hour of danger, 
but a full-scale war on Germany is a dif- 
ferent matter. For this an outburst of 
national feeling is required, and, as on the 
other side of the channel, it seems to me 
it can be called forth only by direct attack. 


The opinions of ordinary people—the non- 
party people who form the great majority— 
in Germany and Italy are much less easy 
to get at than the French or English state 
of mind. The dictatorships, based as they 
are on party organizations fanatically de- 
voted to them, cannot allow the non-Fascist 
masses much opportunity to speak. 

My experience has been much more ex- 


tensive in Italy than in Germany; and it 


may be, for all I know, that large numbers 
of ordinary people in Germany do desire 
war;. but I do not think this is the case in 
Italy. Outside the most militant hotheads 
of the Fascist party itself, the people you 
get to kno if you live in Italy are as 
fond of peace as any other people. 

But in Italy and Germany the industrious 
and peace-loving citizen has no means of 
knowing just what is going on. This is 
the constant factor which falsifies his judg- 
ment and makes him—whatever his hatred 
of war, and I believe it.to be as strong 
as the French or English—a pliable instru- 
ment in the hands of those who govern 
him. Italy's recent wars, the conquest of 
Ethiopia and the intervention in Spain, are 
presented to this ordinary Italian citizen 
as wars of defense, (This is exactly’ paral- 
leled in Japan, where even educated opin- 
ion holds that Japan was attacked by China 
and forced to fight the present war there.)

In the average Italian mind is the idea 
that Italy really is much more powerful 
than she really is. Non-Italians find this 
almost inconceivable, but it is the fact 
that many Italians believe they have in- 
timidated England and France in a mili- 


, tary sense, that the great Powers are afraid 


of Italy. The hard facts of the Italian 
economy (no coal, no steel, no gold, no cot- 
ton, no rubber, nothing to make war with 
except what is bought from abroad) have 
been obscured by all this hubbub over Ital- 
fan victories in Abyssinia and Spain. 

The views of the man in the street are 
under expert control in Italy and Germany. 
No such control exists in England and 
France, and we see what we should expect 
to see that ordinary people want no war, 
that they refuse to get emotionally aroused 
over even the gravest questions of the day, 
and that they will probably reach the ‘point 
of ‘war fever only when they are directly 
attacked. When or if war comes, it will be 
regarded with horror on all sides, all sides

Missouri’s Liquor Law 


From the Kansas City Times. 


CCORDING to Judge Frankenhoff of St, 

Joseph, the State liquor law is unconsti- 
tutional because it forbids the sale of liquor 
by the drink in the rural districts. If 80, 
it is a technical legal question that can be 
settled only by the Supreme Court. 

In the meantime, the State faces the prac 
tical question of liquor control. The State 
law is far from perfect, but it did attempt 
to follow the fundamental principle of per- 
mitting saloons only where the majority of 
people wanted them. 

To that end, the Legislature followed 
these assumptions—that the larger cities 
(those over 20,000 population) wanted saloons 
and that the smaller cities and towns did 
not want them. Accordingly saloons were 
made legal in the larger cities unless they 
were voted out, and illegal in the smaller 
cities unless they were voted in. The a* 
sumption seems to have been generally cor 
rect; and it is flexible enough to permit at 
least the smaller cities and towns to have 
what they want. 

The Legislature assumed that in the strict 
ly rural districts (where control is difficult) 
the majority of people do not want saloons 
under any circumstances. Except for the 
few rural districts near cities, this assump- 
tion, too, appears to have been correct. The 
demand for roadhouses has not come from 
the rural people; but from the roadhouse 
operators who have hoped to enjoy free 
dom from supervision and (under the pres 
ent law) freedom from taxes. It is hard to 
see how any great public issue is involved 
in their demands. 

From a practical, workable standpoint, 
these provisions to give communities what 
they want are among the strongest points 
of the Missouri law. In recent months, the 
State has proved its ability to enforce them, 
although it has spread consternation among 
roadhouse operators, particularly in Bucha 
an and St. Louis counties. 

Those who were put out of business in 
Jackson County probably liked it no better 
than the others, but they have not 7 
ceived much sympathy from the local po’ 
ticlans, who must also listen to the oly 
saloon operators.

REPORT ON CARE OF CHILDREN 
OF NEGRO WORKING WOMEN 


Survey of 125 Families Shows In- 
adequate Supervision During 


Inadequate supervision of the 
children of working Negro women 


was described in a survey of 125 
Negro families by the St. Louis 
Provident Association, United Char- 
ities agency, announced today. 

The survey, made in an area 
bounded approximately by Taylor, 
Enright, Jefferson and St. Louis 
avenues, included 17 families with 
working mothers and four families 
with mothers who had worked but 
were unemployed. There are 51 
children in these families, the re- 
port showed, 47 of whom were un- 
der 16 years old. 

The survey revealed 22 instances 
of “anti-social or negative” behax- 
ior on the part of the children in 
these families. 

“The mother who has not only 
the. responsibility of guiding her 
children but also that of supporting 


lationships with her children, The 
study indicates that a large num- 
ber of these children have little 
or no supervision during the ab- 
sence of their mothers. The district
